The 20-hour curfew marked the 

: first time Since 1967 that emergency 
powers, deriving from the military, 
have been invoked to impose a cur. 
few within city limits, according to 

_ Jerusalem Police Chief Yosef Yebu- 
da’i. The police will impose curfews 
on other Arab neighbourhoods if 

disturbances continue, he said.

da’i said. “If they won't fet other 
people get on with their lives, they 
won't be allowed to get on with 
theirs.” 

Tyre-burning and stone-throwing 
continued in Anata, Abu Tor, and 
Beit, Safafa yesterday, as well as in 
the area near Herod's Gate. Two 
passengers on an Egged bus were 
lightly injured when the bus was 
stoned on the Shuafat road. 

About 10 people were arrested in 
connection with disturbances on Fri~ 
day and yesterday. The commercial 
strike in East Jerusalem entered its 
third week. 

After visiting some of the A-Tur 


residents under curfew, Mayor Ted- . 


dy Kollek said yesterday that he dis- 
agreed with the decision and regret- 
ted that he had not been consulted. 
“We have always maintained that 
we wouldn't use this means, espe- 
cially when it was clear to us that this 
could cause much damage as far as 
both outside opinion and feelings 
within the city are concerned,” Kol- 
lek said.

The curfew was in 
force in the parts of the village east 
of the main road leading through A- 
Tur to the Inter-Continental Hotel. 
The western border of the curfew 
area was the road that leads towards 
Ma'‘aleh Adumim. 

About 1,000 people live in the 
area under curfew, Yehuda’i said. 

The main road itself was blocked 
from the main A-Tur intersection, 
not far from Augusta Victoria Hos- 
pital, to the intersection with the 
road that leads down to the Geth- 
semane Church. 

Police said they let patients pass 
to Mokassed Hospital, located on 
the blockaded section of A-Tur's 
main street. They also let out Arab 
tour company buses that would have

WASHINGTON -- President Rea- 
gan has invited Prime Minister Sha- 
mir to the White House on March 16 
for talks designed to revive the dor- 
mant Arab-Israeli peace process. 

At the same time, the State De- 
partment said that the U.S. shares 
“many of the concerns” included in 
UN Undersecretary Marrack 
Goulding’s just-released report on 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip and 
“certainly” agrees that this situation 
requires “8 political solution accept- 
able to all the parties concerned.” 

Reagan, who will meet this week 
with Egyptian President Hosni Mu- 
barak, will be “searching for solu- 
tions,” according to White House 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater, who 
announced Shamir’s “official work- 
ing visit” on Friday. 

Fitewater said the most recent vi- 
olence in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip has given the Shamir visit “8 


‘mew urgency,” adding that “we look 


forward to discussions.” 
U.S. and Israeli officials said For- 
eign Minister Peres may come to 


Washington in February. 

Fitzwater said he was unaware of 
any possible dramatic new proposals 
emerging from Reagan's talks with 
Mubarak this Thursday. But the 
U.S. would “certainly” want to fol- 
low up on any proposals offered by 
Mubarak.

Soldiers told to limit clubbings

— Concerned over 
reports of unprovoked clubbings of 
Patestinians by ΠΕ troops in recent 
days, OC Central Command Am- 
ram Mitzna has ordered command- 
ers to’ ensure that the measure is 
only used to break up violent pro- 
tests, and not against persons unin- 
voved in the rioting. 

“Top commanders have been told 
to make it absolutely clear, to the 
last man, that only in cases of vio- 
lent protests should soldiers go in 
with force,” an authoritative mili- 
tary source said. “The orders are 
that in such cases, soldiers should 
charge and direct blows at the legs. 
and arrest the inciters. They must 
not beat passersby. There is concern 
over possible irregularities, and it 
has been impressed upon the offi- 
cers that they must ensure that their 


Palestinians hospitalized in the 
Ramallah Hospital with broken 
limbs and bruises told The Jerusalem 
Post last night that they had been 
severely clubbed by troops who 
broke up protests in a number of 
West Bank locations over the week- 


end. 

Residents of the al-Amari refugee 
camp near Ramallah said troops en- 
tered the camp yesterday went into 
homes and beat their occupants. 
They said-troops also told men to 
leave their homes, bound their 
hands, put them on a bus and beat 
them, before setting them free. A 
British press photographer at the 
scene said the men had been made 
to sit in the aisle between the bus 
seats, and that he could later hear 
banging from the bus, but was pre- 
ented by soldiers from taking pic- 
tures. The residents said troops also 
grabbed women and cursed them. 

An IDF spokeswoman said riot- 
ers had hurled rocks and built stone 


roadblocks at al-Amari yesterday, 
and a three hour curfew had been 
clamped on the camp. The residents 
denied any rioting, but said there 
had been protests on the two previ- 
ous days, during which, they al- 
leged, troops set fire to a store by 
shoving a buming tire into the shop. 

Omar Musa, 30, of al-Amari, who 
was being treated at che Ramallah 
Hospital for abdominal and facial 
injuries, said he had been doing con- 
truction work on bis house yester- 
day at about 4:00 PM when troops 
arrived. “They called me over and , 
bound my hands behind my back. | 
‘They beat me and dragged me to the 
main road near the camp, where 
they continued beating me near the 
bus. When I started asking them 
why they were clubbing me, they 
told me to shut up, and went on 
beating.”

More surgery postponed;

No non-emergency surgery will 
be performed today at Assaf Haro- 
feh Hospital in Tzrifin and Ha- 
sharon Hospital in Petah Tikva, as 
anesthesiologists begin their third 
week of sanctions. Tomorrow no 
elective surgery is to be performed 
at Wolfson Hospital in Holon or at 
the Josephthal Hospital in Eilat.

In their campaign for higher 
wages, the doctors have blocked 
non-emergency operations for one 
day in nearly every hospitat in the 
country. Tonight they are to decide 
whether to intensify their sanctions. 

The anesthesiologists are de- 
manding higher salaries, saying that 
unlike other specialists, they are un- 
able to have ‘well-paying private 
practices. The doctors say they must 
work in hospitals up to 300 hours a 
movth for a salary of around 
NIS 1,300, and claim that the low 
wages have scared away promising 
medical students and doctors from 
the specialty. 

The Treasury continues to refuse 
to negotiate with hospital works 
committees that apply sanctions. 
The cabinet is not due to discuss the 
hospital crisis today, despite the nu- 
merous strikes that are scheduled 
this week. ‘ ᾿ 

Today the government hospital 
doctors are to close the outpatient 
clinics at Ichilov and Rokah Hospi- 
tals in Tel Aviv, the giant Sheba 
Hospital at Tel Hashomer, the 
Abarbane? Mental Hospital in Bat

Hospital in Beersheba. These clinics 
will remain closed until further no- 
tice.

Prime Minister Shamir will an- 
nounce in a week or two. his inten- 
tion to lead the Likud in the upcom- 
ing elections, sources close to the 
prime minister said last night. 

The sources expressed satisfac- 
tion at Thursday's Herut Secretariat 
decision calling on Shamir to an- 
nounce his candidacy. 

That decision, the sources said, 
along with a similar call by the Li- 
kud ministers last week, reflect the 
unanimous support for Shamir's 
candidacy in the Likud, and were 
regarded by the prime minister as 
Prerequisites to the formal an- 
nouncement of.his decision to run 
again for the premiership. 


Hundreds in Amsterdam 
protest Israeli policy 


AMSTERDAM (Reuter) — Several 
hundred demonstrators protested 
here yesterday against Israeli poli- 
cies in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. 

The demonstrators, many of them 
from the 750-strong Palestinian 
community in the Netherlands,

In the accounts, Israeli soldiers 
are coming across as cruel, brutai 
and ruthless, simply breaking the 
hands, arms and legs of suspected 
Tingleaders of the riots. 


American Jews, in particular, 
have been shocked, especially by 
Defence Minister Rabin’s public 
acknowledgement and description 
of the policy.

The empty streets of A-Tur re- 
vealed yesterday the dilemma that 


authorities face as they try to main-+ 


tain order in the capital: The price 
of quelling the city's stone-throwers 
may be to erase the distinction that 
Israel has sought to scrupulously 
maintain between Jerusalem and 
the West Bank. 

The line that divided Jerusalem 
before 1967 no longer exists as far as 
the Israeli government, and most 
Jewish Jerusalemites, is concerned. 
What is important is the city limits, 
which define an area that Israel for- 
mally and psychologically annexed 


years ago. 

But it is hard to tell the worid and 
the city's Arab residents that Jerusa- 
lem is different than the West Bank 
when an Arab neighbourhood is un- 
der a curfew according to the same 
emergency military regulations that 
operate daily in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

For, this reason, Mayor Teddy 
Kollek took issue with the police 


decision to impose a curfew yester- 
day. Kollek has repeatedly refused 
to attend the national day celebra- 
tions of foreign consulates that hold 
two separate parties on the east and 
west sides of town. He also doesn’t 
want the Israeli government to re- 
draw the Green Line through Jeru- 
salem by imposing curfews on its 
Arab neighbourhoods. 


Why then did the police — no 
doubt with cabinet-level backing — 
exercise emergency powers in Jeru- 
salem? Because the police, it seems 
clear, are more concerned with the 
impression they make on the rioters 
than the impression they make in 
the world’s newspapers. 

The police want the people throw- 
ing stones — and those who condone 
their actions -- to realize that the 
authorities mean business. From 
now on the consequences of the dis- 
turbances will be collective. The 
question is how much of an impres- 
ston A-Tur's example will make.

_ Plence is adviser to the interna- 
tional commission appointed by 
Austria to investigate allegations 
that Waldheim was involved in Nazi 
war crimes while serving as an offi- 
cer in the German Army in the Bal- 


kans during World War ἢ. 
Waldheim, who was elected Aus- 
trian president in 1986, has been at 
the centre of an international con- 
troversy over his role in the war, but 
the former UN secretary-general 
has denied the allegations. 
Commission members recently 
visited Yugoslav archives but have 
yet to publish their findings. 
Plence said he had seen all rele- 
yant documents related to the Aus- 
trian president i Yugoslav archives 
and that Waldheim served in parts 


of Yugoslavia where the Nazis com- 
mitted atrocities. He said it was nec- 
essary to evaluate the extent of 
Waldheim's personal responsibility 
but that it was irrefutable that 
“Waldheim's activities were in the 
function of genocide.“ 

Plence later told Reuters he could 
not reveal in which Yugoslav ar- 
chive he found the documents but 
would do so after they had been 
studied by the commission, which 
meets tomorrow, and would eventu- 
ally release copies to the media. 


He said he had copies of receipts 
for hostages personally signed by 
Waldheim when they were trans- 
ferred from one German unit to an- 
other on their route to extermina- 
tion. 

Elaborating on his allegations, 
Plence said, “He (Waldheim) did 
not himself kill people. He prepared 
them for death. He received and 
implemented orders. It sheds fight 
on his role in ruthlessly suppressing 
the Kozara area.” Kozara was a 
German occupation zone in West- 


erm Bosnia, where German forces 
killed 60,000 people. including 
23,000 children. 

Waldheim has said he had no 
command authority during his ser- 
vice and was not involved in the 
Kozara killings. 

Plence said he had pieced togeth- 
er a mosaic of Waldheim's activities 
at key times in 1942, showing which 
days he was in charge of which unit 
and where. 

“One follows Waldheim's career 
in that period. Their assignment was 


to destroy the territory as well as 
fight the partisans," he said. 

Diplomats said strong accusations 
had been levelled against Waldheim 
before. “But when you try to pin 
them down, its hard to prove it from 
a single document,” .one Western 
diplomat said. “But these are un- 
usually strong statements and he is 
the first Yugoslav to speak out in © 
this way."

WASHINGTON (Reuter) -- The 
U.S. Senate begins consideration of 
the r intermediate-range 
nuclear forces (INF) treaty tomor- 
row amid wide predictions it will win 
the two-thirds majority vote needed 
for approval. 

Secretary of State George Shultz, 
whose dogged pursuit of an agree- 
ment culminated in the signing of 
the treaty by President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
last month, will lead off for the ad- 
ministration at hearings before the 
Senate foreign relations committee. 

In a reversal of the political land- 
scape, Reagan is getting his stron- 
gest support from {iberal Demo- 
crats, while the opposition to Senate 
ratification is being led by his own 
conservative wing of the Republican 


For members of the right, some of 
whom have harshly condemned 
Reagan for what they see as his ac- 
commodating policies toward Mos- 
cow, the INF debate is expected to 
provide the opening shots in a much 
bigger battle over a strategic arms 
treaty yet to be negotiated with the 
Kremlin. 

The INF treaty is historic be- 
cause, for the first time, it eliminates 
an entire class of superpower weap- 
ons, ground-launched missiles with 
ranges of 500-5,500kms. 

But the missiles, mostly in Eu- 
rope, account for only four per cent 
of the two sides’ enormous nuclear 
arsenals, concentrated in long-range 
strategic missiles. 

Reagan and Gorbachev are com- 
mitted to work toward a pact cutting 
these missiles by 50 per cent, to be 
signed around mid-year if they can 
resolve their dispute over Reagan's 
strategic defence initiative (SDI).

Facing apparently long odds 
against stopping the INF pact, con- 
servatives are expected to try to use 
it to undercut the prospective strate- 
gic arms, or Start, treaty.

The opposition is expected to be 
spearheaded by North Carolina’s 
Jesse Helms, senior Republican on 
the foreign relations committee, 
who says the treaty “will absolutely 
have to be amended to correct sig- 
Nificant defects and loopholes.” 

Treaty supporters are prepared 
for efforts to demolish the pact by 
means of seemingly innocuous “kill- 
er amendments” that could win sup- 
port from uncommitted senators but 
which would require renegotiation 
with Moscow.

WASHINGTON (AP) —The U.S. has 
been urged to bring Arab and Isracii 
experts together, outside the context 
of peace efforts, for a new drive to 
solve their countries’ looming water 
problems. ‘By the year 2000, water 
— not oil -- will be the dominant re- 
source issue of the Middle East,”’ 
predicts a report by the Centre for 
Strategic and International Studies. 
The centre is a private, non-profit 
research group. Its steering group on 
this issue includes Deputy Treasury 
Secretary M. Peter McPherson, Sen. 
Paul Simon, a candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomimation, 
and Lt. Gen. E. R. Heiberg III, chief 
of U.S. Army engineers.

She has 
been a moving force, along with col- 
league Rahel Kremerman, in form- 
ing the women members’ depart- 
ment of the Herut Party. She also 
supports the idea of temporary quo- 
tas for women to encourage greater 
Participation and to ensure repre- 
sentation in party organizations and 
on election lists. 

Livnat says she is a fighter and 
believes that that is the only way to 
make male politicians listen. 

“Tf we don’t stay, interrupt, insist, 
we won't get anywhere.

‘action, ™ says Hoffman, noting, 
however, that Mapam’s split from 
Labour Alignment may make the 
party more attractive to young 
people. 

“I was ‘political’ as long as I can 
remember. Yet two-and-a-half 
years ago, I would have laughed at 
myself as a Mapamnik. After the 
split, I came to Mapam activities, 
found them in line with my own 
beliefs, and got active in the party.” 

The younger generation is more 
extreme than its elders, she suggests 
—“We have privileges because we're 
young” — and perhaps the “young- 
sters” can’t influence decisions di- 
rectly, but they can make noise and 
represent the party in a more vocal, 
radical way without opposing the 
Members’ consensus. 

‘Young Israeli women are still not 
educated to believe that politics is a 
career option, Hoffman asserts, nor 
do they have good role models of 
women with political careers. “We'll 
have to be the role models,” says 
the 24-year-old Hoffman. 


THE OLDER generation of women 
politicians has greeted the younger 
one with a mixed reaction. On the 
one hand. the “elders” are protec- 
tive of the positions they have 
eamed after many years of hard 
work, and fear the younger women 
may infringe on the few opportuni- 
ties available to them. On the other 
hand, they recognize the need for 
“new blood” which can revitalize 
the parties. 

* Although women have not had a 
very positive reputation for support- 
ing the political efforts of their sis- 
ters, this situation is starting to 
change. 

Labour MK Ora Namir says that 
although young people once fled 
from politics in the past, they now 
want to be involved. She stresses 
that, “Today's is a new generation 
of women politicians,” a generation 
comprised of more lawyers, judges, 
doctors and acajiemics. She says she 
is encouraged by the increasing 
number of active women in party 
branches, although she would like to 
see more of them.

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Election economics is top 
issue in ’88, says Gillerman

TEL AVIV - The top question con- 
fronting the business sector this year 
will be whether government resorts 
to “election economics,” said Dan- 
oy Gillerman, president of the Fed- 
eration of Chambers of Commerce 
in an assessment of the major issues 
of 1988. 
. Gillerman told The Jerusalem 
Post that the other key issues facing 
private businessmen this year are: 
the level of interest, rates, the 
strengthening of the “commercial 
revolution,” structural reforms in 
the economy, the bank shares re- 
demption and the Sheshinski com- 
mittee report on income tax reform. 


On the question of election eco- 
nomics, Gillerman predicted that 
government would hold the line 
against a surge in spending as the 
national unity government ends its 
term in office later this year. 

“My hope and prediction is that 
this won't be an election-economy 
year mainly because of the character 
and credibility of Moshe Nissim as 
minister of finance,” Gillerman 
said. 

Nissim recognizes that to a large 
extent his popularity is due to his 
“steadfastness and refusal to give in 
to political pressures,” he said, add- 
ing. “I would only hope the other 
ministers would lean the same 
lesson.” 

Interest rates have been a burr 
under Gillerman’s saddle for years, 
prompting him im 1985 to charge the 
Bank of Israel with setting “Mafia 
interest rates" and to turn in Febru- 


ary 1987 to the High Court of Justice 
in an effort to pursue a cut in the 
rates based on a commitment made 
in the economic stabilization 
rogramme. 

ἡ Although the court didn’t force ἃ 
reduction in interest rates, it did 
mandate that the central bank resur- 
rect an advisory committee of bank- 
ers and businessmen to which Gil- 
lerman was appointed. 

The 1987 interest rate level of 
about 40 per cent in real terms is 
“unheard of in any normal coun- 
try,” Gillerman said, making it al- 
most impossible to run a company 
“honestly and normally.” 

Compounding the injustice, he 
said, was that the high rates were 
paid only by 15 per cent of the busi- 
ness community, primarily the ser- 
vice sector and producers for the 
local market. The remainder, pri- 
marily exporters and agricultural 
producers, enjoy low, and even neg- 
ative, interest rates, he said. 

The Bank of Israel often cites rel- 
atively low average interest rates, 
Gillerman said, but this offered little 
solace to those faced with high-end 
rates. He likened the situation to 
someone who drowns in a pool 
where the average depth is 50 
centimetres. . 

A theme that wil persist from last 
year will be the “strengthening of 
the commercial revolution,” be 
said, as Israel changes from an econ- 
omy based on traditional industries 
to one based on services. 

While that shift is happening ‘or- 
ganically, Gillerman said the gov- 
emment must take action to imple- 


ment major structural changes in the 
economy as 8 way to avoid stagna- 
tion and spur economic recovery. “I 
feel Israel has done tremendous en- 
deavours to achieve stability, but 
not enough to achieve growth,” Gil- 
lerman said. He called for an Israeli 
version of the perestroika, or re- 
structuring, programme instituted in 
the Soviet Union under Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

The key elements of such restruc- 
turing, he said, would’be the privati- 
zation of government companies, 
the widening of tax reform, the 
opening of the capital market and 
the revitalization of the stock mar- 
ket. Gillerman’ also called for elec- 
tora] reform. 

He said the question of bank 
shares redemptions was a “time 
bomb that should be defused very 
carefully.” Because the government 
guaranteed payment when the bank 


shares crisis threatened the financial’ 


system, Gillerman fears the govern- 
ment may be tempted to nationalize 
the banks, a possibility that should 
be avoided at all costs. 

He also. voiced the hope that the 
Sheshinski committee would soon 
issue recommendations to remove 
some of the “idiosyncracies" from 
the tax system and’ bring down the 
levels of personal and corporate 
taxes.

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End of the status quo 


WITH the continuous riots and disturbances in the West Bank 
and in the Gaza Strip, as weil as in East Jerusalem, in their 
seventh week, it has become abundantly clear that any notion 
of maintaining what was known as the “status quo” is dead and 
buried. That is the main message which the young, rebellious 
Palestinians in the territories have succeeded in driving home 
to Israel, to Jordan and Egypt, to the international community 
and last, but not least, to the PLO leadership. 

The sooner Israel’s body politic and leaders, regardless of 
their political persuasion, will recognize and accept this fact, 
the better they will serve the country’s future. For any attempt 


to deal with the current political and national upheaval with 


yesterday’s slogans and cliches will only worsen Israel's i 
chances of reaching an acceptable, negotiated compromise. | 
The fact that the time is over when Israel could enjoy a do- 
nothing status quo escapism also applies to the illusion that 
1988 — an election year in both the U.S. and Israel — could be : 
muddled through without any commitment on Israel's part. 
There are clear indications from the world’s major capitals that ! 
even Israc}’s best friends cannot and will not tolerate the /

some significant political moves which could serve as a calming | 
influence on the Palestinian population under Israeli rule. Ϊ 

That message has already been voiced clearly and loudly by ! 

the European Community and by the UN secretary-general in | 
his report to the Security Council. It is also being sounded in 1 
increasingly harsh tones by official spokesmen of the U.S. ; 
Administration. On Friday, the White House spokesman esca- : 
-lated Washington's critical voices even further when announc- \ 
ing the long-planned official visit to the U.S. in mid-March by 
Prime Minister Shamir. Ignoring the fact that Mr. Shamir’s 
visit had been decided nearly three months ago, if not long 
before, the White House spokesman maintained that it was 
prompted primarily by recent events in the territories. 

At a time when even Israel's best friends are at a loss to 
understand and to explain the recent events, Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak’s considerably restrained tone in his 
public statements deserves to be commended. Recognizing 
that the Palestinian popular uprising is an alarm bell for all 
parties -- Palestinians, Israelis, Arabs and the whole world, he 
urged the residents of the territories to restore calm for a 
period of some six months during which time the political 
peace process should be allowed to take shape. In return, 
Israet should refrain from establishing new settlements in the 
territories. : Ε 

He means, of course, that the only way of getting to Israel- 
Arab peace negotiations is through the opening umbrella of an 
international conference. President Mubarak’s state- 
ments are clearly meant to coincide with his impending visits to 
Bonn and Washington, as well as other Western capitals, 
where his renewed message οἵ Middle East peace talks is 
certain to be most welcome. 

German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher, one of 
Israel’s stauncher friends in West Europe, is likely to raise 
similar ideas during his brief, 26-hour visit here, although he 
wili want more to listen than give advice. Now that Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze has pré-empted the 
international conference concept by demanding a Security 
Council meeting at foreign ministers level to discuss its imple-- 
mentation, Washington will have to reassess its hitherto large- 
ly passive attitude. ᾿ : 

Clearly, diplomatic moves are in the offing which could 
easily turn into outright pressure on Israel. To forestall such 
pressure, Mr. Shamir’s favourite “nyet” policy will have to 
undergo thorough changes. The time of the convenient status 
quo is over.

As the moment nears for Israel to 
consider the adoption of a written 
constitution, even believers in strict 
Shabbat observance might ponder 
the value of the above constitutional 


structure. ῷ 


With separation of religion an 
state, Orthodox Jewish sources 
might lose the potential for enforc- 
ing strict'Shabbat observance. Yet 
enshrinement of freedom of religion 
in a written constitution would bring 
certain benefits to the religious sec- 
tor. The right to maintain separate 
religious schools would be constitu- 
tionally guaranteed. And religious 


conscience would be defended — 


against most government intrusions. 
For example, it is dubious that a 
constitution guaranteeing freedom 
of religion would tolerate a com- 
mand to consciously objecting ye- 
shivot to fly the national flag. |
